Byrnes recently outlined a plan 
by which this country would bar- 
ter surplus cotton for rubber and 
tin held by Great Britain and 
other countries. Preliminary nego- 
tiations have been under way in 
London. 


The South Carolina senator told 
reporters today the barter pro- 
posal was "meeting a, favorable 
reception In London," 


"The first effort was to see 
whether Great Britain would be 
interested In the barter proposal," 
Byrnes said. "I think It .Is justi- 
fied to say that Great Britain has 
expressed an Interest In the plan 
and In negotiating an agreement."

TELLING AGE OF TREE BY ITS 
. RINGS FOUND AS UNRELIABLE AS 


TELLING WOMAN'S AGE BY LOOKS 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 
Associated Press Science Editor. 
ALPINE, Tex., May 4.—(/P)—Dis- 


covery that telling the age of a 
tree by the number of Its rings 
Is like trying to tell a woman's 
age by her looks was announced 
today to the Southwestern divis- 
ion of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science, 


The discovery upsets one 
of 
man's oldest beliefs that trees put 
on one ring each year. They are 
visible when the trunk'of a tree 
Is sawed In two, 


Trees were discovered In Texas 
that put on five a year. Hardly 
any were found that failed to add 
at least two annually. 


The discovery does not exactly 
scrap all man's tree ring lore, It 
shows something not suspected be- 
fore—that tho markings represent 
not only ages but other complica- 
tions In tho life of a tree In the 
climate where It grew. 


• The first result will be to re- 
examine some sensational discov- 
eries of recent years In which tree 
rings showed the apparent dates 
of vanished civilizations 
In 
the 
American Southwest, the rainfalls 
of centuries ago and the cycles of 
sun spot and other periodic weath- 
er shifts. 


The story of the oldest t*ee, a 


Sequoia which by Its rings-started 
to grow In the year 1304 B. C., still 
may bo right, but there Is no as- 
suranco. 


Discovered by Texans. 


Tho discovery was reported by 
Dr. W. S. Glock and Dr. E. L. Reed 
of Texas Technological College, at 
Lubback, Texas. Dr. Glock Is one 
of tho scientists who worked with 
the original group at the Univer- 
sity of Arizona where the tree- 
ring calendar was started. 


Some heavy spring frosts In Tex- 
as in ,tho last few years gave 
the clue to tho changeable nature 
of the rings. Frosts were found 
to mark a tree with a 
different 
kind of "ring", a jagged line of 
broken tissue cells. 
This 
was 


found under the microscope. 


With the dates of severe frosts 


known for several years, It was 
possible to know the exact time 
between frost rings. 
In between 


the frosts were • the supposedly 
"annual" rings, with virtually al- 
ways too many of them. 


Weather 
maps 
indicated 
the 
reason for the extra rings. It ap- 
peared a tree lays down a com- 
pleted ring whenever its water 
supply runs low, and starts a new 
one when It gets rain again. This 
accounted for several appearing In

lace. The three-story laboratory, 
to bo built in New Orleans, will 
serve nine southern states cover- 
ing the area from Oklahoma and 
Texas east to the Atlantic. 


The laboratory at Peorla, Illi- 
nois, will concentrate on the most 
troublesome 
mid-western' sur- 


pluses, corn and wheat. 


In the east scientists at the lab- 
oratory 
near 
Philadelphia 
will 


work on apples, milk products, po- 
tatoes, vegetables and tobacco. Its 
territory runs as far south as 
North Carolina and Tennessee. 
The western laboratory near San 


Francisco, at Albany, California, 
will experiment with fruits, vege- 
tables, potatoes 
heat and alfalfa. 
The tentative program for cot- 


ton covers the whole cotton plant. 


Already the lowly cotton seed 


have helped build the biggest suc- 
cess In the synthetic fiber field. 
Rayon, made from cotton llnters, 
and from wood, has skyrocketed 
from a two-by-four Industry of 
pre-war days to a giant among tho 
textiles.

•without slashing allowables ser- 
iously by prescribing continued 
Sunday closing of Texas oil fields 
and restoring partially the Satur- 
day shutdowns which had been 
llflted nt the start of April.

Trees In the Texas experiment 
received some natural rains and 
also some Irrigation. 


Moisture Makes Difference. 
Dr. Glock found evidence that 
when a tree receives continuously 
adequate moisture all summer, it 
may lay down only one sharply 
defined annual ring. 


In addition to those that came 
with each period of moisture In a 
summer, ho observed many partial 
rings, which he named lenses. They 
appear as a result of unidentified 
•ipsets In the feeding of trees. 


The trees studied in Texas were 
yellow pines, the same trees used 
to make tho original calendar of 
tree rings, and Arizona cypress. 


Dr. Glock and Dr. Reed conclud- 
ed more exact studies of the anat- 
omy and physiology, of trees would 
be necessary to learn the historical 
meaning of the markings. 
This historical dating was orig- 
inated by Dr..E. A. Douglass, pro- 
fessor of astronomy at the Univer- 
sity of Arizona. He wanted to 
study the sunspot cycles and found 
In the rings a record of wet and 
dry seasons occurlng about once 
each 11 years in close correspon- 
dence to the sunspots. 


The new dlcoverles Indicate that 
much more than sunspot 
cycles 
can be read when the tree ring 
mysteries are solved.

WASHINGTON, May 
2.—OT— 
Irving Brant, contributing editor 
of tho St. Louis Star Times, told 
the house foreign affairs commit- 
tee today he believed Hitler and 
Mussolini

expansion into South America. 
He warned the committee the 


present neutrality law must bo re- 
vised in the light' of that possibil- 
ity.As the law stands, ho added, It is 
a threat to peace, "a notification 
to Hitler that If he starts a war, 
ho need not fear the use of Ameri- 
can munitions against him." 
Brant recommended enlargement 
of tho "cash and carry" clause, 
which has expired, to permit muni- 
tions, as well as arms, to be sold 
and delivered at the buyers' risk.

HOUSE NAVAL COMMITTEE 


WOULD MODERNIZE FIVE 


BATTLESHIPS 


WASHINGTON, 
May 
3.—(IP)— 
President'Roosevelt signed a bill 
today providing $153,000,000 imme- 
diately in appropriations and con- 
tract authorizations for "critical" 
defense items for the army, sea- 
coast defenses and fleet expan- 
sions. 


The house naval committee rec- 


commended, meanwhile, legislation 
to authorize expenditure of $6,660,- 
000 for complete modernization of 
five battleships. 
The ships In- 
volved are the Tennessee, Cali- 
fornia, Colorado, Maryland, and 
West Virginia. 


The bill signed by the President 


will let the army buy and contract 
for $110,000,000 of tanks, anti-tank 
guns, semi-automatic rifles, 
gas 
masks anti-aircraft guns artillery 
and ammunition. 
The navy's 
ship 
construction 


program gets $36,500,000 while $6,- 
539,287 is Included in appropria- 
tions and contract authorizations 
for seacoast defenses of the con- 
tinental United States, Panama Ca- 
nal zone and Insural possessions. 
Relatively small sums to meet 


unforseen expenses of additional 
government agencies brought the 
total of appropriations In the bill 
up to $162,319,059 while contract 
authorizations aggregated $46,801,- 
000. 


Among the smaller Items In the 


bill were' $10,000,000 for grants to 
states for administration of unem- 
ployment compensation laws; $4,- 
000,00 for the Parker Bower pro- 
ject In Arizona to continue con- 
struction of a power plant, trans- 
mission lines, substations and ap- 
purtenant works; $5,000,COO for ad- 
ministration of the 1937 sugar con- 
trol act; and $450,000 for added 
personal expenses of the federal 
bureau of investigation. 
In another move to strengthen 


tho nation's defense system, the 
navy ordered today first enlist- 
ments elngthoned from 4' to 
6 
years. 


The order, effective July 1—the 
date the navy starts enlisting an 
additional 5,000 men, will assure 
greater permanency of personnel, 
officials explained. The navy an- 
nounced in the future no youth 
under 18 would be enlisted, regard- 
leas of parental consent. 


The " Increase in personnel was 
ordered to man new warships.
